Ford's Theatre, where Abraham Lincoln 
WUH shot, and although that was more 
than a year ago, the reporters still 
make a piece of news of the btory that 
the building Is to he abandoned ami 
leveled fo the ground. However, the 
War Department, which is in charge 
uf the building, and has it* destiny in 
keeping, has absolutely no Intention or 
purpose to give up the structure. 
In 


I'act, 
extensive 
repairs 
have 
been 


made on tin* building within recent 
months, and since It is well lighted and 
airy, and the foundation and walla firm 
and substantial, there is not the slight- 
est reason t<j suppose that Ford's The- 
atre will jut be used us an olllce build- 
ing by the government for many years 
Ct* come. 


TUere are a hundred people employ- 


ed by tlu> Adjutant lieneral's office in 
the Ford tlie.itre building, and although 
tin* Washington guide book says 
the 


place "contal'is nothing of interest," I 
found it veri interesting. For though 
the place has been completely re- 
modeled since that dreadful night of 
April 14, 1KU3, when 
John 
Wilkes 


Booth assassinated the great Lincoln, 
yet I found the locution of the stage, 
the Lincoln box, and passed through 
the same door by which Booth made 
his (scape. And employed in 
the 


building I met Kdwin H. Spang, >\hu 
\\eiit "with his girl" to Ford's theatre, 
u nd he told me how he made use ol 
liis season puss tlmt very night, and 
arrived in the theatre ten minutes be 
fore the tragedy occurred. 
Spang is 


now a gray-haired old man, but he is 
only one of a good many veterans of tut 
Civil War who work within the graj 
brick walls keeping straight the war 
records of the men who fought for am 
against the United States. 


Originally the structure was a Bup 


tist church, which explains the peakei 
roof so unusual in modern building op 
erations. As a theatre it must have 
been u very fine one for its day, since 
tlfe auditorium was large, and it is stil 
possible to ligure out what WHS the lo 
cation of the orchestra floor, the bal 
cony and the "peanut gallery." These 
three floors now do service for oltict 
purposes. And though the alley at thi 
rear has been changed as a result o: 
the congestion of business, yet stand 
ing in the door through which the 
murderer escatied it is possible to trace 
the direction taken by that fleet-footed 
white horse that carried J. Wilke. 
Booth eighty miles away in his fligh 
from the righteous wrath of a people 
struck almost dumb by the horror o 
liis deed

votion to the cause for which they here 
gave the last full measure of devotion; 
that we here highly resolve that tbe 
dead shall not have lived in vain." And 
yet it is written that this Is an unin- 
teresting place! 


Ford's theatre* closed as an amuse- 


ment house the night Lincoln was shot. 
The Government acquired the building 
and used it for various office purposes. 
On June 9, 180,'i, it liecame the scene of 
a second tragedy. 
Between 400 and 


500 clerks were at work, when sudden- 
ly the three floors dropped, and this 
great mass of humanity was pitched 
Into the basement. Twenty-one were 
killed and many more injured. Mr. A. 
G. Yount and Mr. L. A. Rosafy escaped 
death and both carry scars as evidence 
of their injuries. This occurence was 
due to insecure supports being supplied 
by contractors who were rearranging 
the floors and Interior of the structure. 


Ford's theatre is an institution of the 


nation. Its outer 
walls 
afford the 


view that satisfies the tourist and the 
sightseer who takes a running look at 
things as he passes. There is no dan- 
ger that it will be torn down or chang- 
ed for a great many years, and mean- 
while it will continue to serve as a 
habitation for Government business, 
and thousands of strangers will pass it 
every week and be satisfied to behold 
the place from the outside.

the way stands a little brick house, and 
in this place Abraham Lincoln died.
